“I wish you would rail the attention 
of the president and secretary of war to 
this: There is not Idea than IO per cent 
of the volunteer* who honestly wish to 
remain In these inland* and make home* 
here and engage in agriculture, lumber­ 
ing and mining.

America moans to haul down it* flag 
and sneak home. 
The time will come 
when every American will recognise tho 
value of the*© island*. Take but one 
item: Cattle thrive here; it i* the finest 
stock country I ever saw. 
The orient 
can be supplied with bo* f from here. 
Now, these soldier* wish to he dis­ 
charged here with travel pay. This will 
be their capital. 
Those who are in 
earnest are willing to do anything in 
reason to prove it. 
••I believe that they would tie willing 
to serve out a 2-years’ enlistment by 
transfer to the regular army if ueoe*- 
Mury. 
They would many of them prefer 
to be mustered out here with nothing 
rather than be compelled to go to the 
■tate* to be mastered out. 
There are 
also many regular toddlers enlisted un­ 
der order 40. 
Them? men think they 
should be laid travel pay if they intend 
settling in these islands. 
Now all of 
this is based upon the idea that the 
United States will retain some sort of 
Internet hi thee© islands. 
Knowing the 
value of the pioneer, I say deliberately 
that each of these plain soldiers, young, 
vigorous and used to this climate, by re­ 
maining bare will be of iiu»tlinable 
Talus to our country.

“Since the Spanish-American 
war

naval science must draw its conclusion* 
largely from what the American navy 
accomplished during the war with Spain. 
I think it is universally ceded in Europe 
that the American navy made a splen­ 
did record, not only in a general way, 
but in technical matters of naval de­ 
tail. It demonstrated the effectiveness 
of the rapidfire gun of medium caliber, 
rather than the larger guns. It also 
teemed to show that the power of a 
navy is more in its weapons of attack 
and offense, its capability of giving 
blows, rather than its heavy armor and 
capability of resisting blows. 
lieutenant DeFaramond says foreign 
naval observers are not only interested 
in the results of the war, but are also 
observing the large amount of naval 
construction now in progross in the 
United States and the naval improve­ 
ment it involves. From Italian naval 
statistics he shows that the United States 
is today rn Wooed second among the 
great powers in point of warships under 
construction.

WAS REYENUE COLLECTOR 


At Terre H aute Under Appointm ent 
by President Lincoln — Dr. Smit Ii 
W as Also Financial Agent o f Old 
Asbury—Editor M itchell's Affliction. 
Despondent Over Financial Affairs. 


Valparaiso, Ind., March 18. — Rev. 
John Lewis Smith diedi here Saturday 
night, aged nearly 88 years. 
He was 
afflicted with pneumonia. 
Dr. Smith 
wa* birn at GholsonviUe, V a, in 1811. 
He was the oldest Methodist minister 
and had the largest personal acquaint­ 
ance of any in the state. He came to 
Indiana in 1840 and since then has held 
charge* in all ports of the state, and he 
had been a presiding elder for yearn, 
making his 30th report at the confer­ 
ence held at South Bend in 1891 and 
asking on account of advanced age to 
be assigned to lighter work.

Smith wa- married while attending the 
general c< <nf< renoe at Omaha to Mrs, 
Sa viers. 
He was the author of “ Rom­ 
an.-nv* of lad.ana Methodism." 


NEW PRINCIPLE 


Applied Lo Rotary Engines That May 
R evolutionise Old Methods. 
Hagerstown, Ind., March 13.—Two 
rotary st tam engine* have just been 
*hipi*d from a manufacturer here to 
Richmond, a- motive power for a motor 
cycle. The < ngiues are constructed cm 
a new principle and are likely to revolu­ 
tionise the application of steam to ma­ 
chinery. 
Heretofore inventors have 
tried in vain to apply to a rotary engine 
valve any other force from steam than 
its “flying" power as it issues from the 
boiler. In tho valves adopted in these 
engines, however, the explosive, or ex­ 
pansive force of the steam, is applied 
fully a* economically and more power­ 
fully and steadily than in the slide valve, 
so universally used. 
These engine* are 
small; a man can carry one in each 
hand. They are very strongly built and 
develop a high power. 
The revolutions 
are many thousands a minute. It would 
be impossible to run an engine with a 
slide valve so rapidly. 
The engine 
would be torn to piece®.

GENERAL GOMEZ 


The OUI W arrior Issu e* a Statement 
to C u b an s. 
Havana, March 13.—The Cuban mili­ 
tary assembly on Saturday impeached 
and deposed General Gome* for making 
term* with President McKinley’s rep­ 
resentative (Mr. Porter) for the dis­ 
bandment of the Cuban army and for 
other unspecified act* of insubordina­ 
tion. General Gome* ha* Issuod in re­ 
ply the following statement: 
To the C uban People and Army: 
“By the use of the supreme faculties 
with which it is endowed, the assembly, 
representing the army only, ha* deposed 
me a* oommander-in-chief of the Caban 
army, which grade it conferred upon me 
during the last war. 
As commander-in- 
chief I alway* followed the dictates of 
my best conscience and the (tall of great 
national need*. I endeavored in all cir­ 
cumstance* to fulfill my duty. 
“The assembly considers the fact that 
I do not aid it in efforts to raise loans, 
which later would compromise the 
greatest financial and political interest* 
of Cuba, to be an act of insubordination 
and of want of respect. The primary 
cause for the action taken against me is 
my conviction that Cuba should begin 
the exercise of it* own sovereignty, as a 
republic of union and concord, pro­ 
claimed at Monte Oristo and sustained 
unimpaired on the fluid of battle, free 
from all compromise, keeping the na­ 
tion’s honor spotless. 
"As for the rest, as a sincere man, I 
confess I thank them, because they re­ 
lieve me of great political obligations 
and also leave me free to return to my 
abandoned home, which, during 30 years 
of continual strife for the good of this 
country that I love so much, has been 
my one aspiration. Foreigner as I am, 
I did not come to serve this country by 
helping it to defend its just cause as a 
mercenary soldier; and, consequently, 
grace the oppressive power of Spain ha* 
withdrawn from this land aud left Cuba 
in freedom, I have sheathed my sword, 
thinking I had finished the mission 
which I had valuuuirily imposed upon 
myself. I am owed nothing. I retire 
contented and satisfied at having done 
all I could for my brother*. 
Wherever 
destiny rule* that I make my home, 
there can the Cuban* depend upon a 
friend.” 
The assembly is being strongly cen­ 
sured by Cubans on all sides, and there 
were popular demonstrations yesterday 
afternoon in favor of the deposed com­ 
mander-in-chief, the crowds shouting 
“Long live Gomez," and “Death to the 
assembly.” General Gomez during the 
day received numerous visitors, all of 
whom assured him of their affection and 
loyalty and that the declarations by the 
assembly on whatever subject, could not 
represent even the army, a* the elec­ 
tions which gave its members their 
present positions are really voidable for 
illegality and political jobbery. 
There 
is no doubt that a majority of the peo­ 
ple support him a* against the assembly. 
The local pre** will probably attack the 
assembly, urging its dissolution a* the 
best thing that can happen, and insist­ 
ing that there is no reason why the 
Ignited States authorities may not con­ 
tinue to treat with General Gomez in 
the matter of the payment to the troop*.

Of the Deposition o f General Gomez 
by the Cuban Assembly, 
Havana, March 18.—Governor Gen­ 
eral Brooke was notified Saturday night 
of the deposition of Gomez, aud when 
seen yesterday he wa* much interested 
to learn the details of the assembly's 
proceedings. He said he could not ex­ 
press an opinion a* to the effect of the 
assembly’s action upon the future rela­ 
tions between General Gomez and the 
United States, particularly in the mat­ 
ter of disbursing the $3,000,000 offered 
by Washington to the Cuban troops as 
a condition of disbandment, but the im­ 
pression seems to be among the Ameri­ 
can authorities that, as the assembly 
has never boon officially recognized by 
the United State* government, its ac­ 
tion, so far a* Washington is concerned, 
will not amount to more than the reso­ 
lutions of any other body of individuals.

Suppress rn R egim ent of A guinaldo*! 
Bed B rigade — General Otis Says 
M anila Is No Place For Women and 
Children — Soldiers Drop From the 
R anks, Overcome by Heat. 


Manila, March 18.—The Filipinos ap­ 
parently had planned an attack upon the 
Rues of General Otis and General Halo 
yesterday, but their courage seemed to 
fail them, though they fired signals and 
afterward kept up the fusilade along the 
American front for an hour. 
Our troops, in obedience to orders, re­ 
frained from shooting with the exoop­ 
tion of two companies of newly arrived 
men, who replied until they hat! sup­ 
pressed a regiment of Aguinaldo^ red 
brigade. 
This body of rebels seemed 
under better leadership than most of the 
others, and a white man was seen among 
the officers, endeavoring to lead them to 
the attack, but apparently all efforts to 
induce them to loavo the trenches wore 
fntile. 
The American authorities in Manila 
say the city is now so effectively policed 
that a serious outbreak is impossible. 
They believe that the natives are oowod. 
Tho presence of the families of officers 
is discouraged, and many arc leaving on 
board the United States transports, 
some going to Japan for temporary resi­ 
dence. 
General Otis hem remarked: 
"M anila is no place for women. 
This 
is war, not a picnic. ” 
The British cruiser Narcissus has 
sailed for various porta in the Island of 
Luzon to tako on board British subjects 
who desire protection. 
Late yesterday the Twentieth and 
Twonty-seooud infantry and seven com­ 
panies of the Oregon volunteers marched 
to San Pedro Mara ti to join General 
W heaton’s new divisional brigade which 
is to consist of the Twentieth and Twen­ 
ty-second infantry, eight companies of 
the Washington volunteers, seven com­ 
panies of the Oregon volunteers, three 
troops of cavalry (mounted) and a bat­ 
talion of light artillery. 
Although the 
rain which fell yesterday oooled the

degrees, 
many 
dropped from the ranks overcome bv 
heat. 
Several soldiers were sunstruck 
in the streets of Manila. 
Most of thorn 
were men not yet acclimated. 
Brigadier General Charles Ring has 
recovered from his indisposition and re­ 
sumed command at the San Pedro Ma- 
catl bridge. 
The enemy are very active 
north of the river, though not doing 
any firing just now.
